professors irml rectors in Hie more 
recently founded German universities. 

Besides its reputation for theolog- 
ical dissertations, it made many im- 
portant contributions to naturnl sci- 
ence, especially In the fields of mathe- 
matics, physical science and astron- 
omy. The names ot Yoyciech of 
Brudzev, Matthew of Mlechow, Jan of 
Stobntca, and, particularly, Coperni- 
cus, were known and respected In the 
intellectual circles of Europe, The 
eagerness with which II kept in touch 
with the laics-! developments of Euro- 
pean knowledge ot that period is 
shown by the fact that the first map, i 
including the discoveries of Amerigo 
Vespucci and the first globe mention- 
ing the name of America were pro- 
duced by this university. 

During the period of the Roman 
Catholic reaction, however, its tech- 
nical activity decreased, and it became 
the stronghold of scholasticism, It 
furnished scholastic professors, to 
Western European universities and 
astrologers to European monarcbs. A

to the King, complained about the 
lowering of intellectual standards 
following the preoccupation of the 
best minds with actual political and 
social problems. Yet, even during; 
this period the University of Cracow 
continued to be a centre of learning 
for the East, and contributed to tho 
formation of new universities at L*m- 
berg, Polock, Zamos and Vllno.. 

With the awakening of the powerful 
national spirit of the end of the Eigh- 
teenth Century, came a demand for 
improvement in education. An edu- 
cational consmlsion was created in 
1773, to -take charge of all the schools 
of tbe country; this was the first 
state board of education in Europe. 
Under iU influence the University ad 
Cracow was reorganized and put on 
a modern basis. An astronomical ob- 
servatory was built, and a chemical 
laboratory added to the university. A 
school of surgery was established. 

But the subsequent partitions of 
Poland and the many vicissitudes 
througb which the city of Cracow pass-

Jammed with students awaiting a 
chance to cast their votes. 

Judging by the list of voters, prob- 
ably i he Arts students were the most 
interested in the election, and they 
turned out practically in a body to 
take advantage of their privilege of 
voting. The Medical men also showed 
a. lively Interest in the outcome, and 
a large proportion of them exercised 
their franchise. Owing to the fact | 
that other faculties had elocted their 
representatives by acclamation, they 
did not poll a very large vote, but still 
there was a fair representation from 
all.

ed during the first three-quarters of 
the Nineteenth Century, prevented the 
university from developing as rapid- 
ly as it would have done under nor- 
mal conditions, and the centre of Po- 
lish Intellectual life shifted to Vllno, 
Warsaw and Posen. But the national 
persecutions of the last quarter of the 
century in Congress Kingdom. Lith- 
uania and Posen destroyed the Cen- 
tres of Polish education in these 
territories, and the task of preserving 
and developing Polish natural science 
was thus left exclusively to the uni- 
versities of Cracow and Lemberg. 

Since about 1870 Galicta has en- 
Joyed a certain degree of autonomy 
and both of these universities have 
ham able successfully to preserve and 
continue the traditions of Polish intel- 
lectual life. Cracow, thanks to Us 
ancient culture and Its more fortun- 
ate situation near the Congress King- 
dom and Posen, became the cultural 
focus of all Poland, while Lemherg, 
In spite of its larger population and 
of the greater intensity of its politi- 
cal and economical activities and of 
Ma astonishingly rapid Intellectual 
progress, remained rather the provin- 
cial capital of Galicla. 

Tbe University of Cracow In collab- 
oration with the Academy of Sciences 
consciously assumed the function Of 
preserving the highest possible stand- 
ards of theoretic achievement as well 
as the integrity of Polish national cul- 
ture during this most critical period 
of Poland's Intellectual history. Of- 
ten, particularly during the last 15 
or SO years; reproaches have been 
made to this Institution because of 
Its conservatism and tbe exelnslve- 
ness with wfiieh It limited Itself to 
theoretic pursuits without taking any 
active part In tbe practical problems 
that were thfilllne the nation and the

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COLLEGE TRAINING. 
The war has demonstrated the high standard of our College 
Graduates if not of our College training. Psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists, testing by scientific means the mental calibre of the 
■sen of the national army, have found that College Graduates are 

the highest class mentally. g 

The College bred man, of course, was always sure that this 
war true, and has resented the patronizingly hostile attitude of the 
man who made a habit of belittling the College man, but there 
wet* many such scoffers among highly successful and intelligent 
men, and the College man often had to overcome the handicap of 
this hostility. 

Reasons for the mental calibre of the College man are not hard 
to find, leaving out of the question the average College curricu 
. lum. First, all through grade and high schools a process of se- 
lection was going on. To graduate successfully from high school 
necessitated a certain standard intellect and the physical 
■ strength to make the intellect effective. Then, the boy 
_ whose parents were economically able to keep him in school until 

~ he* graduated from high school and then to send him to College 
~~ were also able to give him proper food, clothes, and housing, medi 
cal attention and means outside school to stimulate his mind and 
develop his body. Last, if there is anything in heredity, parents 
J ao placed economically probably transmitted to the boy character- 
istics that made for efficiency. 

There is no question in the national army but 

Graduates make the best officers; this was demonstrated so clear- 
ly that as the war went on it became increasingly difficult for,a 

man not a College Graduate to be admitted to an officers' train 

ingeamp. 

But this does not necessarily prove that the average College 
, training is what it should be. It is possible that the College grad- 
uate is of high standard despite the College training, not because 
j of it. 

The College man must admit that he gives the non-College 
scoffer a chance to justify his sneers, for the College Graduate of- 
\ ten has no sense of responsibility, or thoroughness, or loyalty, or 
personal devotion to his work. This may be due to a too sudden 
transition from home ties to independence of conduct when he en- 
tera College, and to the easy elective system in vogue at most 
Colleges.— Michigan Daily.

The house baa been slightly altered 
~ZZ. Since those days but it practically re- 
maint the same as when Dickens de- 
posited the Plckwlcklans In its court- 
yard that red-letter day In 1827. Its 
£ J . outside Is dull and sombre looking, 
' \ but ita Interior comfort and spacloua- 
- • ■ ness soon dispel any misgiving « which 
Its interior mght bare created. ' 

The entrance hall Is as spacious as 
It was when Dickens described it, in 
"The Great Winglcbury Duel," as or- 
namented with evergreen plante ter- 
minating in a perspective view of the 
bar. and a glass case. In which were 
displayed a choice variety "of delica- 
ciea ready for dressing, to catch the 
eye of a newcomer, the moment he 
enters, and excite his appetite to the 
highest possible pitch. "Opposite 
doors," be says, "lead to the 'coffee' 
and 'commercial' rooms; and a great 
wide rambling staircase— three stairs 



or tho 

The eossmercial room la across the 
yard, over which on one occasion Mr. 
Wopalo was reciting Collin's ode to 
Pip la "Great Expectations" with such' 
dramatic effect that the commercials 
objected and sent up their compli- 
menta with the remark that "it wasn't 
the Tumbler's Arma." 

Prom the hall runs the staircase 
upon which took place the famous 
scene between Dr. Slammer and Jin- 
gle, illustrated ao spiritedly by Phiz. 
Tkeoe who remember the incident— 
and who does not? — can visualize it 
all again aa they mouat the atalrs to 
the bedrooms above, which the Pick- 
wlckiaaa occupied. They remain as 
Dlckena described them, even in some 
casea to the very bedsteads and furni- 
ture, and are still shown to the inter- 
ested visitor. 

'Winkle's bedroom is inside mine" 
la how Mr. Tupman put It. That Is to 
say the one led out of the other, and 
they are numbered 13 and 19; but 
which ia which no one knows. Number 
13, by the way, is the room the Queen 
slept in on the occasion of ber visit, 
eight months after the appearance of 
the first part of Pickwick. 

Number 17 ia claimed aa Mr. Pick- 
wick's room, which la also the one 
Dickens occupied on one occasion, and 
the one in "Seven Poor Travellers," 
from which the occupant assurea us 
that "after the cathedral bell struck 
eight I could smell the delicious savor 
of turkey and roast beef rising to the 
window of my adjoining room, which 
looked down into the yard Just where 
the lights of the kitchen reddened 
a raaaive fragment of the castle wall." 

An important feature In those days, 
and presumably to-day, was the ball 
room, "the elegant and commodious 
assembly rooms' of the Wtnglebury 
Arms."- In the "Pickwick Papers" 
Dickens thus describes it: "It was a 
long room, with crimson-covered ben- 
ches, and wax çandlea in glass chan- 
deliers. The musicians were secure- 
ly confined in an elevated den, and 
quadrilles were being systematically 
got through by two or three sets of 
dancers. Two card tables were made 
up In the adjoining card room, and 
two pair of old ladies and a corres- 
ponding number of stout gentlemen 
were executing whist therein." 

The room itself is unaltered. There 
hang atlll the glaaa chandeliers, and 
at the end is the veritable elevated 
den where the fiddlers fiddled. Al- 
though to-day It is used as a dining- 
room on account of the military and 
naval demands of the town, there may 
come a time when it will revert to its 
old glory and tradition. « 

On the evening of the Pickwickians' 
arrival Jingle remarks that there Is a 
"Devil of a mess on tho staircase, 
that College w4 iter. Forms going up— carpenters 
coming down— lamps, glasses, harps. 
What's going forward?" 
"Ball, sir," said the waller. 
"Aasembly, eh?" 

"No, air, not aasembly, sir. Ball for 
the benefit of charity, sir." 
m This waa the famous ball at which 
the incident occurred resulting in the 
duel between Dr. Slammer and Win- 
kle, the details of which require no 
reiteration here. 

But the pleasant fact remains that 
the Bull Inn exists to-day and the 
Dickens tradition clings to it still, 
one instinctively goes there as the 
centre of the Dlckenslan atmosphere 
with which the old city of Rochester 
Is permeated. "Wright's, next bouse," 
which Jingle informed his friends 
wns "Desr — very desr — half a crown 
in the bill If you look at the waiter," 
may have been more famous and mote 
pretentious an inn than the Boll in 
the old, old days— it was known artbe

The Province of Quebec la attaching 
as much importance to agricultural 
education these days no any other, 
province of the Dominion. Since m« 
practical teaching of horticulture has 
been a feature of the teaching in the : 
primary schools of the province. It! 
is estimated that la few years «1,563 
pupils have been taught ia the schools ' 
the rudiments of horticulture. Those 
who have been watching the develop- 
ment any that this early trailing haa 
aroused the natural curiosity of tho 
school children, and left with them 
favourable impressions and ideas re- 
garding the cultivaUoa of the soil. 

Agricultural experts were seat 
around the province by the Quebec 
Government to give the farmers in 
their homes the benefit of the latest 
Improvements in aricultural produc- 
tion. 

Short courses of agriculture consti- 
tute another sign of agricultural 
progress in Quebec. An itinerant 
school goes through the greater part 
of the province. Over 1000 lectures 
are given each year la the rural cen- 
tres, and it is estimated that 100.000 
persons benefit from these agricul- 
tural courses annually.

The 
present-day traveller will go by rail, 
or some day an aerial bus. and may 
forget the old days during his Jour- 
nej. Bu* when he arrives (here and 
v.-alks into the inn yard, whole visions 
of the coaching days will come back 
to him, and prominent amongst them 
will be the arrival of the Commodore 
coach with the Pickwickians on board, 
and ihe departure of the chaise with 
the same company with Winkle strug- 
gling with the tail mare, on their way 
to Dingley Dell. He will stroll through 
the building and every *nook and cor- 
ner will remind him of some historic 
incident to be found in the Immortal 
papers of the Pickwick Club. 



The Becond meeting of the McGIll 
Chemical Society was held yesterday 
afternoon, at five o'clock, In the Chem- 
istry and Mining Building. The topic 
for discussion was "The Teaching o/ 
Elementary Chemistry," which was 
presented to' the well attended meet- 
ing by Prof. N. N. Evans. 

Prefacing the main theme by a few 
remarks upon general education. Prof. 
Evans alluded to the definition of 
Spenser, formulated prior to 1880, 
that education taught its practiser "to j 
live completely." As the subject of ; 
Chemistry was itself at first an ac-, 
cumulation of facts only, so the' 
learner derived from Chemist ry noth-i 
ing but a training of the memory in; 
preparations and properties of the 
compounds and elements then kucrtyn. 

Three Uefin'lte characteristics . Prof. f 
Evans attached to the good teacher,! 
and the first of these was a knowledge 
of his subject, which should be broad 
and at the same time systematic. Too 
many of our present day elementary' 
teachers possess a wide knowledge of! 
unco-ordlnated facts. Secondly, the; 
good teacher possesses an Imagination 
such that it can anticipate tho diffi- 
culties of his pupils and can appreci- 
ate their individual difficulties. And, 
thirdly, ail elementary knowledge must 
be conveyed to the learner in lan- 
guage which is simple yet forceful., 
'Thus one might say that a good 
teacher possesses a definite person- 1 
ality. 

At one time the Idea prevailed that 
the proper nirlhod to teach, a science, 
was to confine tho fstudent to his own 
observations only, nnrl thus force him 
to rediscover all known facts and to 
generalize from these. This method 
still lives, but in a greatly modified 
form. The present method has been 
termed the scientific one; but fow, if, 
any. of the modern teachers of Chem- 
istry seem to, have ony vcr^ clear con- 
ception of Just what this is, judging 
from the published pages. Prof. Evans; 
conceives of It briefly as follows: Ob-| 
scrvation, which is followed by Indue-: 
lion and Speculation, then Deduction, 
and finally Verification. 

Several inconsistencies in modern 
elementary text-books we,uc here point- 
ed out and emphasis was . laid upon 1 
the necessity, of presenting, in brief, 
terse form the generalizations as to 
chemical theory. The Jaw itself must 
be carefully separated frcm Its deduc- 
tions, as was shown hy certain state- 
ments relative to the Ionic th'cory. 
..finally, the subject of note-taking 
was touched upon, and condemnation 
was expressed for the system of mani- 
fold printed notes. This method cer- 
tainly aids the student in grasping the 
subject in hand, but deprives him of 
the exercise of so doing for himself. 
Prof. Evans stated that he had tried the 
system and found it defective. 

In the ensuing discussion. Dr. Ilut- 
tan emphasized the fact that Chemis- 
try is learned In the laboratory, and 
it is here that effective teaching 
counts. Observations arc made and 
must be recorded at once, thus teach- 
ing a method which is very funda- 
mental. Dr. King then pointed out 
the necessity for an ability to speak 
and write good English, an accomplish- 
ment which so many of cur living 
engineers lacked. Dr. Shaw empha- 
sized the Important factor of person- 
ality in teaching, which often spelled 
success or failure. 

After some further comment, the 
president moved a very hearty vote of 
thanks to Prof. Evans for his 
interesting paper, "aad adjoun 
meeting.
